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The following estimates of the relative position of the orthodox Commmist 
Party of Peru (PCP) and the Juan P. Luna group are based on activities which 
took placo during the month of “eptember 1948. 


A. General Conmont 


1. Luma, whose appeal appears to be to the laboring classes, has most of the 
support of the noneAprista taxi and bus drivers, the olivil construction 
workers, and the port and dock workers, These groups traditionally have 
. formed the source of pro=Communist labor strength in the Lima area. Further 
more, some of ths departmental committees in the north appear to be weaken 
ing in their allegiance to the Central Committee of the PCP. In this connection, 


2. On the other hand, the orthodox Party still commands the loyalty of the great 
majority of the Party's intellectuals. It has control of the departmental 
committees of the south, Arequipa, Cugeo, and Puno, long the canter of 
numerical strength of the PCP, In the Department of Lima and in the capital 
itself, the orthodox group has undoubtedly lost ground, This was 
admitted in the Conclusions of the ITI National ss of the PCP dealing 
with the national organization of the Party (of. ° 25X1A2g 


3. The division of Peruvian Communists into laborers against intellectuals has 
provided Luna with the armment that hie is the true Commniat group, since 
it is composed of laborera from city and farm. The opposition, he points 
out, is composed of the intelligentsia, such ae del Prado and his followers. 


4. Meanwhile the del Prado group still controls the machinery of the Party, 
whereas Luna is obliged to organize from scratch. This, however, gives hin 
a certain, advantage, for the impression of "the man in the street" is that 
the Luna group is now active and growing, in contrast to Pere wedshtaly, 
more oldefashioned, orthodox PCP, g: A HIS DISTRIBUTION Ets i 
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30 Finally, from the international point of view, Luna undoubtedly has closer 
ties with Lombardo Toledano and the CTAL. For approxinately the whole month 
of “eptember 1948, correspondence from the CIAL no longer appeared to come to 
orthodox Party headquarters, but was evidently sent directly to Luna or to 
Alipie Orbepose, now one of his closest advisors. 


6. The month of September was marked by the first practical exhibition of Luna’s 
skill as a labor manipulator since his expulsion from the PCP, This tne dem 
onstrated in conjunction with the autobus workers strike » revorted in more 
detail below, and would appear to confirm reports that Luma remains perhaps the 
outstanding non-Aprista labor leader in Peru today. 


7. From the point of view of the orthodox Communist Party of Peru, the month of 
Septenber was marked by reorganizational activity on the part of the new 
Directorate appointed by the ITI National Congress. The new Directorate 
attempted to close their ranks, tighten thoir lines, and get off to a fresh 
start to rebuild the Party and remedy recent reverses.

$3. No meetings of the full Central Committee of the PGP vere reported during “eptember, 
but the newly elected National Secretariat net for the first time on 6 September. 
A change was reported in the composition of the Politieal Comuission of the 
Party, with Federico Iriarte replacing Hugo Levano. Souree was not able to dise 
cover the renrons for the change nor the length of time it was to be in effect. 


9. It was agreed to form a National Electoral Commission in view of the Constituent 
Assembly elections which were being planned at that time. The question of 
presenting Party-backed candidates was discussed. Juan Jacinto Paiva was chosen 
to preside over the commission. 


10. During the week 10-17 September, a series of meetings of the National Secretariat 
ware held to discusa the projected Constituent Assembly elections. Jorve del 
Prado presided in the absence of Manuel Ugarte “aldana. 


11. Haximo Gonzales was appointed to the Nationel Syndical Commission, and Federico 
Iriarte to the same Commission in an advisory capacity. At the final September 
meeting of the National Secretariat, held on the 24th of the month, it was re- 
ported that disciplinary action had been recommended against Teofilo Alvirena, 
the mother of Emilia Casas, a member of the Central Comittee until Aupust 1948. 
The reason for this action is not yet known. , 


Politics] Developments — 


12. On the political front the Party's energies were devoted mainly toward solving 
the problem off reaching some sort of understanding with the anti-Apristas in the 
Constituent Assembly electoral campaign. 


13. The new Political Commission of the Party met for the first time on 7 September to 
discuss this problem and to consider the project drafted by Jorge del Prado and , 
Jose Macedo Mendoza in accordance with the recommendations of the III National 
Congress. Del Prado and Macedo are said to have discussed the project with the 
Party's two most prominent "lay" advisors, Dr. Hugo Pesce and Dr. J. Uriel Garcia, 
neither of whom holds Party membership, but who are generally consulted on major 
political problems in the role of "elder statesmen". 
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14. It was reported that so far the only group to indicate willingness to form an 25X1A6a | 
antieliPRA "Frente Unico" with the Communists was the Partido Socialista Fopular, a 
led by the Commmist~line Deputy Carlos Gonzalez Loli. [RM Comment. Dr. 
Carles Gonzalez Loli was reported in [BM as one of the labor advisers con= 95x1A2q 
sulted by General Manuel Odria.) ae 


15. During the week preceding 17 September a series of meetings of the National 
Secretariat waq held in discussion of these problems, del Frado himself presiding 
in the absence of the Secretary General, who was on a trip to Huancayo. On that 
date the Party learned that their efforts along these lines were being "“gabotazed" 
by the Bustamante yovernnent. The government had informed all non~Aprista parties 
of the impossibility of presenting any Commmist Party candidates on the povernnent— 
sponsored list, warning them all that no compromise with the Communists would be 
tolerated on this point. In consequence, the Party was left with only one alter~ 
native, and the list drawn up by the National Electoral Commission, previously 

25X1A2Q reported in JJ was the result. 


16. At a meeting of the Political Commission held on 27 September, the President of 
the Farty's National Electoral Commission, Juan Jacinto Paiva, was authorized to 
seek the cooperation of the Partide focial Republicano and the Partido foclalista 
Popular in support of this list. Jorge del Prado was charged with a similar mission 
during his trip to the south. If necessary, they decided to agree to accept a 
unified list representing the three parties. 


Lima De n C tte 


47. ‘The new Secretary General commmicated specially with the Lima Departmental Com~ 
mittee requesting them te intensify their campaign on behalf of the Party in the 
Lima area in view of the natural importance of the capital city and its 
industries, and the crowing strength in the Department of the "a@issident" group 
led by Juan P. Luna. One result of this was the leaflet campaicn earried on against 
the moving picture "The Iron Curtain". 


1%. A further result may be seen in the Work Plan draw up for the Departmental Com 
mittee by Secundo del Mar and Jose Yeccio at the end of September. The plan is . 
designed to inerease the effectiveness of the orthodox Party in the Department of 
Lina, It ealls for the study and application of strictly bolshevik ideology and 
organization in accordance with the teachings of Lenin and Stalin, ‘The plan sets 
forth in some detail how it hopes this may be accomplished. 


Labor: National. Syndical Conmission 


19. The ai:titude of the Party toward the wave of Aprista-inspired strikes, occurring | 
erincipally in the sugar valleys of the north, was one of disapproval. The Party 
condemned these strikes as primarily political maneuvers by the Apristas, having 
no economic character. A leaflet expressing this attitude was prepared by the 
Political Commission. The Party also condemned the Aprista strikers in the sutobus 
workers croup. ,

20. However, the strike called by the Federation of Textile Workers (Federacion de 
Trabajadores en Tejidos del Peru) had the full support of the Party although the 
Hederation is predominantly ‘\prista. Party support came, because in addition to 
the usual labor claims, the Federation demanded the reinstatement of three textile 
workers to their jobs from which it was maintained they had been wrongfully dis< 
missed. Of these three individuals, one was an Aprista, one the leader of the 
Trotskyites, Leoneio Bueno, and one the brother of Eliceo Garcia, a menber of the, 
Communist Farty of Peru. 
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21, At the level of practieal labor orranization, the National *yndical “ecretary 
_ cnt hie Ceeretariat have laid out an elaborate "three month plan" to rebuild 
-o“aunist strength within the labor unions of Peru. Their purpose is to regain 
suntrol of as many single unions as possible, then the Federations and, finally, 
the Workers! Federation of Peru, which hae been firnly in the hands of the APRA,

a 6 As the first step in implementing this campaign, a letter has been sent to all 
PCP Syndieal Sfeeretaries throughout Peru, ‘This letter announces the results of 
‘n inportant meeting of the National Syndical Comisaion (CSN) held 9 September, 
at whieh the Flan was drawn up and approved. The letter sete forth the "three 
sonth plan" of the CSN and announces the newly-selected Commission, It is signed 
ov Elieeo Garcia Lazo, National Syndical Secretary, and dated 10 September 1948. 


23. ‘The letter is of interest since it indicates what the Party itself evidently 
believes to be its centers of strength in the industrial Lina area. It hopes to 
use these croups as nuclei aroud which to build this concerted campaign to 
capture control of Peruvian organized labor. From the text of the letter these 
appear to be the followings

Poldtical, Commission 


25. In addition to the mecting of the Folitical Commission which was held on 
? September to diseuss the Constituent Assembly elections, a special neeting 
“was held the evening of 19 “eptember. The purpose of the nesting was to hear a 
report by the ational Secretary of Organization, Jorge del Prado, concerning a 
communication fron the omers of the Empresa Grafica Gutenberr, the printing 
»Fess Now leased by the Party. ‘he Party's lease terminated the end of October 
1948, and the omer stated thit he did not wish to renew it, but that he wished 
to sell the press outricht, and that according to the terms of the present lease 
che Party had first option in such case. ‘le stated that he was prepared to offer 
i% for sale at the price of 155,000 soles. In compliance with their present con— 
traet, he was giving them notice of this faet thirty days in advance. 


26. In view of thie sitrmtion, and of the Resolutions of the III National Congress 
soncerning the press, Jorge del Prado suggested that an irmediate campaign be 
undertaken te raise this sum. The nucleus would be the 15,000 soles now on deposit 
in a Lina bank representing the procceds of tho "Pro Labor Diario! campaign, On 
top of this sun, reported del Prado, 30,000 soles had been promised by a Party 
member in Cuzeo for the purposes of the Press. Furthermore, there are in kuno and 
Arequipa Party members who are relatively well-off who could probably contribute 
some 60,000 soles more, between the two Departnents. In this manner, said del 
Peado, more than half the necessary sum would be collected, and to see this 
accomplished, he himself offered to travel to the southern Departments immediately. 


SEC. 
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27. The money to be collected in this manner ws not asked for as a gift, but a 
legally registered corporation will be formed with shares at 2,000 roles apiece. 
Capable and experienced Directors will be chosen to avoid the failure of Barrio 
and the earlier days of the Party press, and to assure the proper adninistration 
and development of the project. Del Prado stated that it was necessary to the 
Party to maintain its press. 


28. The following spoke at the neeting in support of del Prado's proposal: Jose 
Hacedo Hendoza, Dlicea Garcia, Carlos Arbulu Miranda, Juan Lopes, Sergio Caller, 
and Juan Jacinto Faiva. The proposal was approved and adopted, It was decided 
that representatives should be sent immediately to the south, center and north 
to publicize this resolution of the Political Comission and to emphasise the 
urgency of collecting these fumds to purchase the press. Del Prado was chosen 
to nake the trip to the southorn Dopartments, and left on 2% Septenber. 


Natio og Cor i 


29. The National Control Commission began a campaign to tighten Party discipline, 
starting 2t the provincial committee level. A letter dated 7 September, sipned 
by Carlos Arbulu Miranda and addressed to all provincial committee secretaries, 
asked for a report to national headquarters from all such local committees on . 
menbership, Local disciplinary measures taken, eto., in order to "exercise strict 
vigilanes in the compliance with the resolutions, political line, statutes 
and program of the Party approved in our Third National Congreas." 


30. The case of foribio Ramirez Chacon, who was suspended as a delegate to the III 
National Congress, was turned over to the Control Comnission for further action 
by the Congress. In a resolution dated 28 September, the Control Commission re= 
viewed the case and expelled hin Prom the Communist Party of Peru for having 
betrayed the interests of the PCP, 


31. The case of Alvero Zumaran of Lima was also turned over to the Control Comtaston 
by the ITI National Conpress for further action. dumaran was likeyise expelled 
fron the Commmist Party of Fern by a resolution of the Control Comission during 
Captember . 


32. The Control Commission also issued a statement that Julio Barreda Aragon, whose 
expulsion from the Party was ratified by the ITI National Congress, had gone over 
to the Apristas. All Party members wore varned to have no contact whatsoever 
with him under penalty of severe disciplinary measures. 


33. The support riven by the Control Commission to the effort of Labor to collect 
its debts is reported bolow. '

34. The National Secretary of Economy, Sergio Caller, assisted by Asuncion Suarez, 
organized a new National Secretariat of Economy. In the letter inviting attendance 
at the first meeting of the Seeretariat, held 6 September, a suggested Plan of 
hetion was sketehed out for discussion, to organize and expand the collection of 
Party funds both from enrolled members and from "sympathizers",

33. The Juventud Commista Peruana met at La Colmena, 669, 5 September to hear a 
report on tho fiesta held the previous Sunday and to plan another issue of 
igtrelia. It was reported to the meeting that the funds raised wore insufficient 
to publish another number of the newspaper, and none appeared during the month - 
of September, .

26. The officers of the Juventud Comnista, presided over by Hugo Levano, met again

involved there was little enthusiasm, and nothing more was heard of the project 
during the month. 


vovenent of Prominent Communist Personalities - 


27. Manvel Uparte Saldana, newly elected Secretary General of the PCP, travelled ta 
Huanenyo early in September to get his family and move his residence to Lima and 
to arrange other personal affairs. While in iluameayo, he reported to the 
Departmental Cormittce of Junin on the results of the III National Congress. 
During his abserce, Jorge del Prado s now lintional “seretary for Organization, 
served as acting Sseretary General, 


38. Jorge del Prado's trip (ef. paragraph 23), primarily for the purpose of raising 
funds for the Party press and of investigating possibilities for tho elections, 
was expected to keep hin avay from Lima for a month or more. lis itinerary ine 
cluded Arequipa, Juliaca, Puno, Cuzco, Apurimac, Ayacucho, Iiveneavelica and Junin. 


Correspondence and Contacts with Communists Abroad 


39. As previously reported, the Conclusions and Resolutions adopted by the Conmmunist= 
doninated Continental Youth Congress » held in Mexico City, AprilelMay 1948, were 
finally received in Lima during the month of September 1948. They were forwarded 
to the PCP headquarters, Lima. - 


40. The Hotieiero de 1s CTAL (CTAL Reporter) a weekly Spanish-English publication of 
the CTAL is received regularly by the PCP in Lina. Joel Marrokin, a forner member 
of the POP in Lima now lives in Nexleo, and acts as liaison agent with Peru for 
the newspaper. Party news from Peru is foruarded by Eliceo Garcia to Marrokin at 
the following address: "lina" No. 355, Altos, 12, Mexico, D.?. 


41. The Boletin de Informacion do 1a Enba! La URSS continues to arrive at POP 
headquarters, Lima, with regularity. Number 32, dated 7 August 1948, was received 


42, Franelsco Febres, an active member of the POP and a suspected courier between 
Argentina and Peru, made a trip to Buenos Aires. The arrival of Afranio Acavedo, 
25X1A2g Brazilian Communist, was reported in BBM The doparture of Teodoro Garrido 
Lecea and Francisco Viale, pro-Cormunist Socialists, to represent Peru at the 
Tampico Petroleum Workers Congress has been previously noted. 


communist Publicotions in Peru 


43. The Commmist Party news organ, Igbor, failed to appoar during the month of 

. ‘September, 49 was brought out at the IIT National Congress, the paper's insolvency - 
wis the chief reason for its noneappearance. There are nany outstanding debts 
owed to Labor by Party organisms throughout the coumiry, and Jose Reccio is attempt 
ing to colleet these debts, so that the paper may be published again. He sent out 
a circular to the debtors on 15 September threatening disciplinary action, in 
accordance with a Party Control Comission decision, if the debts were not paid at 
ONnCe 


44,0. On 22 “eptember, the appointment of Luis Neto as director of the Party newspaper 
was announced. The cirevlar letter making the announcenent also emphasized the 
serious condition of the paper's finances » and set forth plans for reorganization of

the nevs organ. The deficit amounted to more than 4000 soles. 
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45a Liberacion and Jornada, the Party news organs in Arequipa and Cuzco respectively, 
continued to appear regularly during the month of September. Admitting the 
failure of the campaipm to turn the national Party weekly Labor into a daily paper, 
the Departmental Committee of Cuzco and its Press and Propaganda Committee have 
now launched a sinilar ceampaism on behalf of Jornada. ‘this, they state, should be 
easily accomplished through contributions from what they claim to be "the eight 
thousand militants and adherents of the Communist Farty in the Department of Cusco." 
No results of the campaign have yet been reported.

46, All activities of the Instituto Cultural Peruano Sovietice have becn suspended 
for sore time. The Institute now hag no quarters and Rosa Hurwitz, formerly most 
active in Institute affairs, appears to have dropped all such activity in recent 
months. 


47, Propaganda material sent to the Institute by the Embassy of tho USSR, Mexico City 
is now delivered to lena Malinoveld, Jiron Apurimac, 503, Departnento "C" (Altes), 
Lina, who turns it over to the Party for dissenination among Party members and 
friends in the Lima areas. , 


48. News published toward the end of the month regarding the "attempted assassination 
of President Feron bv an official of tha American Embassy" as the Communists 
interpreted the news item, gave the Communist Party a temporary "lift". They fully 
approved of Peronts statement attacking "foreirm agents and imperialist enterprises", 
and of the anti-United States street manifestations that followed in Buenos Aires. 
The Party immediately corrmmnicated with Argentina to ascertain what line they should 
follow and how far they could fo in praising Peron for this anti-inperialist, anti- 
American stand. 


49, Two menbers of the Union Revolucionaria (Revolutionary Union-UR) who travelled to 
Guzco in September to estimate the strength of the UR in that area, returned to 
report that it was their belief that the Cuzeo rerion was approxinately 70% 
Commmist at thet time, with Aprista strength waning except in the University. 


Jvan P. Lung ond Wis Dissident Group 


50. From the point of view of the dissident group centering around Juan P. Luna, the 
most important events of the month of September were Luna's activities in connection 
with the autobus workers striko, and the povernnont's recognition of Luna and his 
collearues as the collective barcaining agent for the Autobus Workers, in opposition 
to the Aprista-controlled faction of the Sindicato Unico de Trabajadores en 
Autobuses (Sole Syndicate of Autobus VorkerseCUTA). 


51. the strike alleredly originated in the desire of the proprietor of a real estate 
development to extend bus Line Ho. £1 ta reach the new gection, Peruvian law re~ 
quires the consent of the bus lins employees before such an extension can be 
approved. Only the sipmature of Juan V. Orozco, as Secretary General of the SUTA, 
remained to be obtained to complete the affair. At this point, Oroseo learned that 
two officers of the “UTA, Juan F. Luna and Francisco iiarquez, had been promised 
plots of land by the proprietor in exchange for their efforts to assure the 
employees! consent, whereas he, the Secretary General, had not been eut in on ths 
deal. 


5ee In his annoyances Orozco, hitherto sympathetic to luna, not only refused to sipn but 
left the Luna camp and threw in his lot with the Aprista wing of the SUTA which, 
under his leadership, immediately enalled a wildeat strike, 
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33. Orozeo's avoved purpose in so doing was to bid for leadership of a clear majority 
of the union, and to isolate Luna and Marques as “obstructionists" in their 
opposition to the strike. He demanded that they be expelled from the union and 
new officers: chosen, in accordance with Aprista orders. 


34. The Crozco=iprista plan soon backfired. Luna went immediately to the goverment 
and Indicated that he was in strong disagreement with the Eroup calling the strike, 
He stated that he and his colleagues would agree in the nane of the majority of 
the umion to begin immediate conferences with the employers and with the Direction 


535. This offer vag accepted and the Aprista wing of the “UTA proceeded to vote the 
Frevious Lireetorate out of office » with the exception of Orozco vhon they reelected 
“eermtary General. The government recognized Francisco Marquez as Secretary 
General of the SUTA and dealt with him and four others of the Luna wing as the 
collective bargaining representatives of the union on the Tripartite Comission 
appointed by the government to settle the matter, 


59. This group of five included Luna hinself; Francisco Marques, reported onee to have 
heen a member of the Commmist Party of Peru and, although never fornally expelled, 
now collaborating with Luna; German Velez, deseribed as "aq Luna-Comminiat"; and 
two "independents", Jerge Franciseo Herrera and Luis J - Delgado, temporarily cooperate 
ing with the Luna group. 


37. By obtaining recognition for his Group as the only qualified negotiators on behalf 
of the SUTA, Luna gsined an important round in the battle for labor prestize over 
both the APRA and the orthodox PCP, from which he was recently expelled. Further— 
more, in partially restoring bus traffic, he gained the confidence and good will of 
the government as a powerful ally in the fight against APRA. He anply demonstrated 
both to the goverment and to labor his ability to combat and defeat APRA on their 
own ground, as well as his ow personal prestige in the labor movement. He hoped 
thereby to take an important step toward convincing the govermmant that it mast 
rely on him to deliver labor support and that without him it would be the prisoner 
of APRA in the labor field, 


53. Moreover Luna suosequently claimed that he, not APRA or the CTP had "sprung" a 
large number of the 272 bus drivers ones imprisoned during the course of the strile 
~~ a very effective armiment in seeking the support of any individual bus driver. 


59. Apart from the bus strike » few activities of the Luna group have been reported 
during the month. Banderg Popular, the news organ of the dissidents did not appear 
during September, and it 18 not known when or whether it will resume publication. 


60. Meanuhile, more of the Conelusione and Resolutions of the Gissident XIV Lina Depart— 
mentel Congress have been made available. These appear to throw additional light 
on the history of the Party, particularly under Prado. The present section is 
entitled Conclusions and Resolutions of Discipline of the XIV Lima Departmental 
Congress of the PCP. 


6l. Rosa lurwits has stated that she was, of courss, in econplete disagreement with 


Party. She referred to the Conclusions and Resolutions of the Luna group as con= 
taining information that should be kept strictly secret among Party members and 
not be brought up at this time. She admitted, hovever, that the reference therein 
to her brother, now exiled in Mexico, was completely true. 


62. According to her, the Miro-Quesadas complained to Prado concerning a speech by 
(fnu) Hurwitz, as Secretary of the Bloque Anti-Fascista, in which he roferred to 
them in uneomplimentary terms. Frado ordered Hurwitz imprisoned and deported, 
informing Communist Party leaders that this had beendne at the express demand 
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of the Mire-~Quesadas and that he could do nothing about it, although he hinself 
fomda the speech harmless. Farty lsaders dropped the matter entirely, organiz~ 
ing no protest mestings in Hurwits' favor, never even visiting him in jail, since 
they did not wish to go contrary to the President's wishes. 


This the Luna group now uses as an illustration of the servility to the govern- 
mont of Party leaders of that period, an accusation which Rosa Hurwits agrecd 
uas ontirely true, but far better left unsaid at this critical moment in the life 
of the Party. 
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
